Climbing Roses, besides being very versatile as to use, 
are prolific bloom producers and strong growers. In 
general, however, they take one season to establish them- 
selves, and begin to bear flowers in the second year. 
Without realizing this, some people literally cut down on 
this bloom production by pruning away the canes on which 
the following year’s flowers will grow. First-year canes 
should never be pruned, except to remove dead wood. In sub- 
sequent pruning, a light hand should be used. To get the most 
bloom, do not prune during the growing season; but do re- 
move all flower heads as they go past their peak.
